Housing grant 
upped to $1.9m 


The Wilmington Housing 
Authority (WHA) has received 
additional money — and con 
ditions from the state for the 
building of housing units 

In a letter trom Amy S. An 


thony, Secretary of the 
Executive Olfice of Com 
munities and Development, the 


authority was told that its grant 
award had been increased to 
$1,930,000 for 28 units of con 
ventional elderly and four units 
to congregate housing. plus 
eight units of family housing on 
scattered sites 

The WHA was given a July 25 
deadline by which to notify the 
state of the location of the sites 
to be used for the scattered site 
housing. Housing authority 
members and other town of 
licials have been reviewing a list 
of town-owned property. Un: 
fortunately, much of this type of 
property has been purchased by 
people wanting to build homes 
leaving very few parcels for the 
housing authority 

The letter from 
Anthony states that the select 
men anc housing authority 
members have agreed that if the 
sites cannot be procured, that 
the family units will then be 
built at Deming Way, along with 
the elderly units

3,000 acres of nature 
at Parker State Forest 


By JIM ROUILLARD 


Ever want to tell your spouse 
and kids to take a hike so you can 
snooze in a canoe on a sun- 
jappled pond, while a trout 
aibbles at your fishing line, un- 
wary provender for the family’s 
evening meal? 

You can do it — and much more 
— right in one easily accessible 
area of Middlesex County. 

Harold Parker was a man who 
dreamed earlier than most of 
water, woods and wildlife on 
lands to be set aside for con- 
servation and public use. 

As a result, the residents of 
Essex and Middlesex Counties in 
particular are the richer now, 
with a state forest in North 
Reading which is tangible em- 
bodiment of Parker's dream. 

Established in 1916, Harold 
Parker State Forest includes land 
in North Reading, Andover, North 
Andover and Middleton. 

Today, it provides a green and 
silver haven, some 3,000 acres of 
hardwood, pine and hemlock, 
ponds and streams, for animal 
and plant life — and for humans 


as well — set among an in- 
creasingly dense suburban 
sprawl 


The land at Harold Parker, 
though very close to Boston, still 
retains a serene quality — of low 
rolling hills, many wetlands, 10 
ponds and extensive areas of 
ledge and rock outcrops. 

Yet within a 10-mile radius of 
the forest, officials estimate, live 
an approximate three-quarters of 
a million people. 

Of course, it wasn't always so. 

Most schoolchildren learn that 
when the Puritans arrived in 
Massachusetts Bay they faced 
dense forest, extending unbroken 
from the east coast almost to the 
Mississippi Valley 

But with the arrival of the white 
man, deforestation was rapid. 

“In 1754 there were 24 acres of 
forest for every inhabitant of 
Massachusetts...and in 1830 there 
were only eight acres per per- 


son,’ (Jean Dorst, ‘Before 
Nature Dies’) 

The 19th century left a varied 
legacy. As part of that 


inheritance, along with Sandwich 
glass and Victoriana, and the 
policies of presidents ranging 
from Adams to McKinley, came 
exploitation of large areas of the 
nation’s forests for timber. 

By 1914, more than one million 
acres of forest lands in Massachu- 
setts lay depleted and virtually 
useless,

But just as John Adams served 
as a gadfly to a Continental 
Congress reluctant to sever ties 
with the British crown, Massa- 
chusetts residents — including 
Harold Parker determined 
early and doggedly to try to 
reclaim their wasted woodlands. 

State ownership of forests 
began in 1892, with the creation of 
the Trustees of the Public Reser- 
vations — and by the turn of the 
century, the state had acquired 
almost 10,000 acres of beach and 
inland parklands, including the 
Middlesex Fells. 

But the real milestone in forest 
conservation, according to histo- 
rian Charles Carroll, was the 
founding of the Massachusetts 
Forestry Association (MFA) in 
1898: “MFA was instrumental 
in...promoting the purchase of 
lands for state forests and parks. 
Under MFA auspices, the nation- 
wide town forest movement got 
its start in 1914."" 

That year, while warclouds 
rumbled across Europe, the Mas- 
sachusetts Legislature appropri- 
ated $90,000 to reclaim forest 
wastelands and incorporate them 
into a state forest system 

The State Forest Commission 
was also formed then, with Har- 
vard graduate Harold Parker 
appointed its first chairman, His 
plan for a state system of forests 
for public use firmly launched, 
the advocate and dreamer died 
suddenly, in 1916 — and the state 
forest in North Reading — pur- 
chased for little more than $5.00 
an acre — was named for him. 

Now, state officials regard 
Harold Parker State Forest with 
particular interest, according to 
John Geer, senior planner for the 
Department of Environmental 
Management. One of the two 
areas of greenbelt with camping 
facilities closest to Boston, Geer 
said, Harold Parker has consider- 
able potential for recreational 
use. 

Currently, those uses and facil- 
ities include: some 134 campsites, 
for both individual and group 
camping, picnicking, restrooms, 
bathhouse and showers, canoe- 
ing, boating (no motorboats), 
fishing, hiking, bicycling, show- 
shoeing, horseback riding, hunt: 
ing, interpretive programs, cross- 
country skiing, snowmobiling (in 
limited areas), and swimming. 

Of the 10 ponds within the 
forest, according to Forest and 
Parks Supervisor Fred Tapin, 
two are natural and eight are 
either man-made or enhanced by 
artificial means. Tapin, whose 
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accent has an almost salty tang 
from his generations of Essex 
County forebears, said the for- 
est's Berry Pond, a former quar- 
ry, is stocked with trout, and the 
other nine ponds provide the fish- 
erman with perch, bass and pick- 
erel 


Hunting is also permitted 
within the forest, he said, empha- 
sizing that it's important to check 
with all local statutes and State 
laws. A law of the Town of An- 
dover, for example, prohibits the 
discharge of a firearm within the 
town limits, and that includes 
part of the forest, Tapin said. 

Both Geer and Tapin pointed 
out that the Depression brought a 
tremendous windfall to state 
parks and forests, with the estab- 
lishment of the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps (CCC). Two CCC 
camps were set up at Harold 
Parker, with a complement of 200 
men each, who constructed eight 
miles of roads, seven dams for 
recreation and fish rearing, wild- 
life ponds, three picnic areas, two 
swimming facilities, the present 
headquarters buildings and a 
building for housing forestfire 
fighting equipment, they said 

Some 225 acres of pine planta- 
tion were established by the CCC 
at Harold Parker, Tapin said, 
along with silvicultural work 
(weeding, thinning, releasing and 
pruning) on 1015 acres. 

Both Geer and Tapin praised 
the accomplishments of the CCC 
program within the forest, 
thought the concept itself was 
regarded by some in the 1930s as 
smacking of “* ‘fascism, of Hitler- 
ism, of a form of Sovietism,’ "’ 
(Frank Graham, Jr., ‘Man's Do- 
minion,’ the Story of Conserva- 
tion in America) 

Of the many activities which 
visitors can enjoy at Harold 
Parker, perhaps the 36 miles of 
trails are the most extensive and, 
among those, the Harold Parker 
nature trails are the most in. 
triguing. 

The nature trail begins just 
opposite the forest staff's head- 
quarters, which is near Stearns 
Pond. The staff provides visitors 
with information about the forest 
in general and a brochure to use 
in step-by-step progress along the 
trail, which involves an hour's lei- 
surely hike amidst plant and ani- 
mal life. 

Both staff and brochure stress 
the importance of respecting the 
forest. No cutting of standing 
trees is permitted, Tapin said, 
and no part of any plant may be 
damaged for any reason. 

The trail, with its numbered 
stops, will take you along a 
woodland road, past oaks and 
hickories, shrub juniper, moun- 
tain laurel and lichens, and what 
the brochure describes as the “‘se- 
cretive...partnership of the white 
pines and the little mushroom, the 
Russula." 

Further along the trail you may 
be chided by a squirrel or jeered 
by a jay as you pass the par- 
tridgeberry, whose two white 
blogSoms in summer will produce 
one red berry in the fall. Then on 
to hemiocks and polypody ferns, 
whorled wintergreen, which the 
Indians called Pipsissiwa, and the 
well-known white, ghostly flower, 
the Indian pipe. If your eyes are 
sharp you may spot a stone-still 
chipmunk. 

Still further along is cousin to 
the mountain laurel, the sheep 
laurel, also called lambskill — 
with leaves poisonous to grazing 
animals — a pale green plant with 
bright magenta flowers. 

Through the stand of red pine 
and spruce, you'll come to Salem 
Pond and a new habitat, different 
from the plant and animal life 
along the woods road. At the

The other evening | caught the 
latest antidrunk driving public 
service ad on.television. Frankly, 
it was the most striking an: 
nouncement produced thus far for 
the department of public safety 

In case you haven't seen the ad 
yet, it opens on a majar highway 

it could be Rte. 128 or Rte. 93, 
with traffic coming directly at 
you. At once a car, obviously 
being operated by a driver who 
isn't in control of his vehicle, 
begins to weave in and out of the 
uniform lines of traffic. He's 
supposed to be a drunk driver. 

A voiceover informs us viewers 
that — and I'm paraphrasing — if 
that drunk driver is you, there's 
just one of you, but look at how 


many of us are out to get you. 

The “us" suddenly ‘appears, 
ominously, over the blacktop 
horizon: first one state police 


cruiser with its blue and red lights 
flashing, and then a whole slew of 
cruisers, gradually flanking out 
across the highway until the 
entire screen is filled with those 
bright lights. 

The ad certainly made it clear 
that the state police are out to 
stop the drunk driver from 
operating on our highways. It's 
been over a year since 
Massachusetts began its crack- 
down campaign against drivers, 
and that ad made me wonder how 
effective the campaign has been. 

I had the opportunity to ask a 
state trooper if it’s had an impact 
shortly after I saw the ad. “It's 
definitely had an impact on 
reducing highway fatalities," he 
told us. ‘But we've got a long way 
to go before we can say the 
program has reached its goal.” 

He elaborated on that goal: “I 
used to stop a drunk driver, and if 
I thought he was O.K. enough to 
make it home, I'd give him a

break and let him go, especially if 
he wasn't obnoxious.

pond, insects who live all or part 
of their life in the water may 
become food for frogs and fish 
which are themselves eaten by 
mink and wood ducks. You may 
see titmice or bluebirds, or swal

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some good news for the forests of 
Massachusetts: “Although most 
of the forest growth of the 20th 
century is too poorly managed to 
produce commercial timber, the 
state continues to be one of the 
most heavily forested in the na- 
tion.”* 


According to Fred Tapin, the 
Harold Parker Forest is adminis- 
tered by a supervisory staff of 
four, under the Department of 
Environmental Management's 
Division of Forests and Parks. 
Senior Forests and Parks Super- 
visor Roland Coderre oversees 
the entire staff, which also in- 
cludes 12 conservation helpers 
(only one of whom is year-round), 
four lifeguards, one naturalist 
and one night patrol officer 


Tapin said the buildings con- 
structed by the CCC remain virtu- 
ally unchanged since the 1930s — 
and both Tapin and Geer hope 
that more money and staff will be 
forthcoming when the GOALS 
program conclusions and final 
recommendations are in place 


Whatever the upshot, Harold 
Parker State Forest, the land 
which Fred Tapin called mostly 
wasteland, with some swamp, 
pasture and farmland, remains 
as a tribute to the man for whom 
it was named. The forest itself is 
what the nature trail brochure 
calls “an intricate and delicate 
network of purposeful lives.” 


The plants and animals there 
are tough, according to the bor- 
chure, and with proper 
management, the land too will 
remain tough, Fred Tapin said, 
not only only for the sake of the 
animals, plants and people, but 
for the environment itself which 
‘sustains all three. 
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One fellow said to me: “I'm not 
a heavy drinker at all. I'll go out 
and have a few drinks after work 
from time to time, and then I'll go 
home. I usually have them over a 
several hour period, so I don't 
consider myself incapable of 
driving. I don't consider myself a 
problem drinker, but recently I 
found myself in a situation where 
I was treated like one.” 

1 asked him what he meant, and 
he explained. “I had’ the 
misfortune of being stopped on 
my way home a couple of months 
ago. My life has been hell ever 
since. I've lost my license, and 
it's cost me about three thousand 
dollars in legal fees, When I went 
before the judge at the Woburn 
court, I was sentenced to thirty 
days in the house of correction in 
Billerica. I couldn't believe it! 
And what ticked me off the most 
was the guy whose case was 
heard before mine. This guy was 
busted for possession of drugs. 
What do you think happened to 
this guy? The judge gave him a 
suspended sentence! He gets to go 
free for the possession of drugs, 
and I have to go to jail every 
weekend for the next fifteen 
weeks!" 

The trooper whom I spoke to 
had this to say about this guy's 
“misfortune”: “It sounds to me 
like he’s pretty lucky. That judge 
may have prevented him from 
going out and killing himself or 
somebody else. I can't tell you 
why he let the other guy go, but 
I'm sure the judge had his 
reasons, One thing is certain: the 
courts are being pretty hard on 
drunk drivers, and they should 
be. We've got to get the message 
out that it's wrong to drink and 
then get behind the wheel of a car, 
even if it means a few people have 
to pay more than perhaps they 
should.” 


ROVING 


One of the priorities on this 
state’s list of anti-drunk driving 
measures is to make it less at- 
tractive to drink outside the 
home, meaning that bars and 
clubs are going to be more and 
more under the watchful eyes of 
the police. 

“We're feeling a lot of 
pressure,” a bar-restaurant 
manager told me. ‘We're con- 
stantly being asked by the police 
to watch the amount of alcohol we 
serve our customers. Otherwise, 
they tell us, we might be held 
legally responsible for what 
happens to those customers after 
they leave our premises." 

‘That trooper confirmed that the 
police are, indeed, trying to make 
bar owners and service people 
more accountable. ‘That's a good 
step,” he said, “because the 
establishment has an obligation 
to lePits customers know when 
they've had enough.”” 

There's a great deal of con- 
troversy surrounding the issue of 
how liable a liquor establishment 
should be held after one of its 
patrons is involved in an 
automobile accident, but this isn’t 
the place to discuss it. However, I 
recall an incident that illustrates 
just how seriously this state’s law 
enforcement agencies are taking 
the liquor establishment's role in 
controlling the amount of alcohol 
served to its patrons. 

‘The incident took place right 
around the time the current 
crackdown began. A young fellow 
from Woburn was involved in ~ 
motorcycle accident on Rte. 93. 
When the state police arrived at 
the scene, they discovered a 
handful of stirrer sticks from a 
local chain of pubs strewn all over 
the highway.

Link forces for hospice care 


Hospice Care in Arlington and 
the Choate-Symmes Health 
Services have linked efforts to 
care for dying patients and their 
families. 

The two health care 
organizations have signed a 
contract under which Choate- 
Symmes will make available to 
Hospice Care two semi-private 
rooms at the Symmes Hospital 
Division for Hospice patients who 
need hospitalization. 

According to Hospice Care 
Administrative Director Edward 
Dolan, Symmes is the first 
hospital in the area to provide 
beds to a Hospice group. “I am 
excited about this. It's something 
new, and will be a significant 
benefit to our patients 

Under the agreement, Symmes 
will be responsible for the overall 


care of the patient, including 
admission to the hospital and 
primary nursing care. The 
patient's primary physician will 
also have temporary privileges to 
admit and care for the hospice 
patient 

The hospital will waive routine 
admission tests, insure that the 
staff consults with the Hospice 
Care staff when needed, and 
allow 24-hour access for the 
patient's family. 

Symmes will ‘allow members 
of the Hospice interdisciplinary 
team and all other care-givers 
identified in the plan of care to 
attend, counsel, and serve 
Hospice patients who are in- 
patients in the designated beds," 
Dolan explained. 

Hospice Care staff will help the 
hospital staff establish an ap-

continuity with the home care 
plan. In addition to providing in- 
service training for the Symmes 
staff, Hospice will organize 
weekly team meetings to review 
the patient's care, and will 
provide monthly support group 
‘sessions for the hospital staff. The 
Hospice Care staff will continue 
to visit and counsel the patient 
and the family. 

Hospice Care, which serves 
Arlington, Burlington, Lexington, 
Winchester and Woburn, is a 
program which helps care for the 
terminally ill and their families, 
A team of physicians, nurses, 
social workers and volunteers 
work to help the patient reduce 
the emotional and physical pain 
of dying, and helps the patient 
and the family maintain as 
normal a life as possible. One of 
the major goals of the program is 
to keep patients in the home 
environment as long as possible, 

A basic tenet of Hospice Care is 
that even when there is little 
expectation of a cure, the patient 
always has a right to care. 
Patients may be referred to 
Hospice Care by either their 
doctor, family members or 
hospital staff. 

They become part of the 
program if their life expectancy 
is approximately six months, and 
while many of Hospice Care’s 
clients are cancer patients, 
Hospice Care services anyone 
who is terminally ill. 

The agreement between Hos- 
pice Care and Choate-Symmes 
helps Hospice move closer to 
Medicare certification. Under 
legislation passed by Congress in 
1982, those receiving Hospice 
Care can be covered by Medicare. 
To qualify for Medicare payment, 
the Hospice provider must deliver 
“comprehensive services and 
deliver them themselves," said 
Dolan. 

Mr. Dolan is optimistic about 
the collaborative efforts of Hos- 
pice Care and Choate-Symmes, 
and said it is possible Medicare 
coverage will be achieved by the 
end of the year. 
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name, which happened to be in 
Woburn, and questioned the 
bartender regarding over serving 
the young man involved in the 
motorcycle accident.

This sort of reminder is 
probably what promptec 
Braintree town fathers to bar 
happy hours in that town. The 
manager of the local pub I visitec 
noted that this may be the 
beginning of a trend across thc 
state. Nothing would please th 
department of public safety 
more. There is even a strong 
possibility that the legislature 
may propose a statewide ban or 
happy hours. 

“T can understand what they're 
trying to accomplish,"” a lounge 
manager in Burlington informec 
me, “but I wonder if this kind o: 
pressure on us will really result ir 
reducing the number of drunk 
drivers on the highways. I hear 
there is even a push on for us tc 
administer breathalizer tests at 
the bar, so that management can 
defermine a customer's level ot 
intoxication before he leaves the 
premises. It would make this 
state a police state, if you ask me. 
What would the manager do? 
Take the customer's keys away? 
Place him under citizen's arrest? 
Call the police? That would real!., 
help my business."" 

This columnist has heard about 
the idea of having breathalizer 
tests available at bars and clubs, 
too, but I think it would be a 
benefit to both the establishment 
and the patron. The patron would 
take a voluntary breathalizer 
test, and if he fails, he has the 
opportunity to ask the manager to 
either call a cab, a family 
member or a friend for a ride 
home. Picking your car up the 
next morning would be a small 
inconvenience compared to what 
might happen if you're arrested 
or involved in a serious accident. 

There still remains this 
dilemma: how do you get the 
habitual drunk driver off the road 
without unfairly penalizing the 
guy who goes out for just a couple 
of drinks and then goes home? 

“There's no easy solution to 
that problem," indicated the state 
trooper I spoke to. ‘The best bet 
is not to drive right after you've 
had a few drinks. Use your head: 
if you're planning to go out to 
drink, make sure somebody sober 
is around to take you home. Or lay 
off the booze a couple of hours 
before you drive, at least.” 

Apparently drinkers are taking 
that sound advice, because the 
highways were safer over this 
last holiday week than in recent 
years. “There will always be 
those people determined to go out 
and drink and then drive,” he 
said, ‘‘but it’s just a matter of 
time before they get caught. Or 
‘until they wrap their car around a 
guard rail and kill themselves. 
They'd be lucky if they just killed 
themselves, Often times 
somebody else gets killed, and the 
drunk driver walks away 
unhurt.” 

There may be a_ noticeable 
reduction in the number of drunk 
drivers on the road, but of tho: 
who do drink and drive, there has 
been an increase in the number of 
alcohol and drug related ac- 
cidents, most notably with 
drivers under the age of twenty- 
five

“Things are not always as they 
seem,"’ the karate instructor 
informs his pupil when their first 
lesson’ involves washing and 
waxing five cars. And, things are 
not always as they seem in the 
movies, either. Especially when 
the film in question has an ad 
campaign and a title that depicts 
it as a silly piece of fluff. 
However, “The Karate Kid,” 
may just surprise everyone by 
becoming this season's sleeper. 


Director John G. Avildsen, who 
also directed ‘Rocky,"’ has 
brought us a mini-Rocky, of sorts.

A determined young jockey 


by Fred Conover 


He has climbed aboard tho- 
Toughbred racehorses as far 
south as Gulfstream Park in 
Hollywood, Florida, and as far 
north as Finger Lakes in Canan- 
daigua, New York. 

But at the age of 21, with four 
years of experience under his 
belt, Gary Donahue has shifted 
his tack to Suffolk Downs, and 
also may have found himself a 
home. 

“I want to stay here and make 
this my home,” said Donahue, 
who is now bedding down with his 
aunt and uncle, Steve and Mary 


Miano of Mountain Road in Bur- 
lington. “I really love this town 
It's clean, quiet and away from 
the city. I'm not used to the city 
life, so it’s perfect for me 

‘Though born in Methuen, Dona- 
hue was raised in Hallendale, 
Florida, only minutes from the 
picturesque Gulfstream Park 
And since his father, John Dona- 
hue, was a jockey himself (he 
rode at Suffolk Downs in the early 
1960s), the younger Donahue was 
bred with an interest in racing. 

“When I was 10 I was really 
small,” Gary recalls, “but my

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father would let me bring horses 
back to the barn after he had gal- 
loped them. Then one day I was 
bringing a horse named Love 
Pass back when a goat jumped in 
front of him, and he just took off 
It was right then that I knew I 
wanted to be a jockey. 

“Still, my father tried to keep 
me away from the racetrack to a 
certain extent. I started taking 
riding lessons when I was 10, but 
when I started going over jumps, 
he thought I was learning too fast, 
and he stopped me right there 

But John Donahue was never 
quite able to keep his son totally 
isolated from the track, and by 
the age of 16 Gary was breaking 
baby horses in Ocala, Florida, 
and working the backside at Gulf- 
stream. 

It was also starting to become 
apparent he would follow in his fa- 
footsteps in physical 
stature 

“When I was younger,” he 
says, “the people at the middle 
school I was in called my Dad and 
told him I didn’t have the size to 
be in that school 


He never let his lack of bulk 
become anything but an asset, 
however, and used his physical 
tools for more than just racetrack 
endeavors, finishing second in the 
state in the 92-and-under weight 
division as a wrestler while in 
high school, He was also a top- 
notch high diver, earning two dif- 
ferent scholarships to Florida col- 
leges 

His success on the mat and the 
diving platform did little to dimin 
ish his love for racing, however, 
and just prior to his 18th birthday 
he got his first mount at Finger 
Lakes. Success came early and 
often, and the personable, sandy- 
haired Donahue rode 31 winners 
in less than two months. He then 
packed his bags for Calder Race 
Course in Florida, where he 
climbed as high as second-leading 


rider before six broken ribs and a 
broken jaw as a result of a four- 
hourse tumble put him on the 
shelf for four months 

Suddenly, the momentum Don- 
ahue had built up as a promising 
young appretice rider began to 
take turns for the worst. After suf 
fering a broken shoulder in a spill 
at Belmont Park in New York in 
June of 1981, he returned in Sep- 
tember and lasted only four 
months before breaking his wrist 
the following January 

When he was finally ready to 
return to the track again, it was 
not the same Gary Donahue who 
was leading rider at Monmouth 
Park in 1981. ‘I had won so many 
races at such a young age, it went 
to my head,” he remembers. 
“People tell you how good you 
are, and you start to believe it 


“When I was finally ready to 
ride again, I went back to Finger 
Lakes. But I had a big head, and I 
was terrible. I did very poorly, 
but I was blind to what was going 
on, My father had been trying to 
tell me all the pitfalls to watch out 
for, but I didn't see what was hap- 
pening.” 

It was an experience Donahue 
was glad to get out of the way at a 
young age, and after returning 
briefly to Florida, he arrived here 
in April, determined to make his 
mark in New England, and will 
ing to work as hard as necessary 
to make it happen 

His day begins before 6 a.m. on 
the backside at Suffolk Downs, 
talking to trainers seven days a 
week, galloping their horses and 
trying to earn mounts for the af- 
ternoon’s races. 

“I'm still learning, about the 
horses here, about the track. But 


I'm patient, 1 don't expect to do 
well right away 

And does the threat of injury 
result in any apprehension about 
climbing back aboard? “Not at

WINNING MEANT WEALTH 

The Panathenaic victors would 
have ‘tome home “extremely 
wealthy." according to Dr. D: 
Gilman Romano, 
archeologist at the University of 
Pennsylvania's University 
Museum 

“Unlike the winners of the 
ancient Olympics who received a 
wreath of olive branches, the 
Panathenaic victors won valuable 
material prizes, olive oil worth a 
lot of money. The most valuable 
was probably for first place in the 
four-horse chariot race. From a 
fourth century B.C. inscription, 
we know that a first-place winner 
got 140 amphorae filled with olive 
oil,” he said 


The oil, from the sacred olive 
groves of Attica, was reserved for 
the champions and was worth 
more than the vessels that held it 

But the specially designed 
Panathenaic amphorae were 
handsome — sleek black figures 


painted on a red background and 
inscribed with the words, “(1 am 
a prize) of the Games at Athens.” 
On the front, an armored Athena 
was depicted brandishing a 
spear; on the back, athletes 
engaged in the sport of the in 
dividual contest 

The Taranto athlete won at 
least four events, the three pic 
tured on the surviving amphorae 
that are displayed in the museum, 
and a fourth, unknown. Only a few 
fragments of that vessel were 
found at the burial site 

From his skeleton it is apparent 
that he trained for many sports 
and didn’t specialize. Dr. Bisel 
concluded, His skill must have 
stemmed from “training, keeping 
himself in good condition, and 
eating properly, not from brute 
strength. His bones are not 
particularly robust,” she said 

He was only about 5 feet 7 in 
ches tall, just a little taller than 
average for those times.

The com- were trying to get a_ water 
missioners had shut it down treatment plant for North 


Crock Tock 


by 
THE CLOCKFOLK OF NEW ENGLAND 


Wilmington 


Over the past seven months, as creator and writer of this 
column “Clock Tock,"’ the Clockfolk of New England has 
attempted to inform the reader of some of the background 
of what we all take for granted; time and the facinating 
machines invented to record it 

The Clockfolk of New England is a small Wimington 
firm exclusively engaged in the historical preservation of 
antique clocks as well as the repair of newer clocks 
Restoring clocks from the 18th to the 20th Century, James 
and David Roberts, Certified Master Clockmakers and 
proprietors of the Clockfolk, have spent 10 ye perfec 
ting their art, after their initial apprenticeship in the 
United States,and England and are the first to admit that 
the learning never stops. 

Temporarily located in their home in North Wilmington, 
the Clockfolk have each aspect of their profession in a 
limited area. All restorations, dial painting, woodworking, 
reverse glass panel painting, photography and record 
keeping of authentic examples, assembly and lubrication 
and testing-out before delivery are all undertaken by the 
Clockfolk. It has been their desire for some years to locate 
in the site of the old Wilmington Town Hall on Middlesex 
Avenue, by purchasing it, making minimum changes and 
moving their entire operation into this building, built about 
1860, and keeping it in an old and unchanged setting. The 
Clockfolk feels the building would be ideal - an appropriate 
location for such a dwindling trade. 

Such a profession would be complementary to the 
historical and colonial atmosphere in that vicinity, and 
that location would, itself, complement the setting for the 
performance of an almost forgotten skill 

Assuming this location could be achieved, it is the 
definite intention of the Clockfolk to display several educa- 
tional clock-oriented exhibitions within this building as 
permanent fixtures available for free public viewing. Such 
displays would explain and show how a church steeple 
clock works, how a cuckoo clock makes its noise, or a con 
cise, but accurate explanation of the short but rich life of 
the mass-produced wooden geared clocks of early 
America. Similar, easy to understand displays could 
enrich and open an appreciation for the heritage we all 
take for granted.

Noisy dogs never earned him a dime 


Residents of Wilmington 30 
years .ago will probably 
remember a man named Talbot 
Sidelinker, who died this year in 
Florida. Memories of Talbot 
have been stirred, recently, by 
an early July news story in a 
national news magazine. 

A former baseball player for 
the Pittsburgh Pirates, the story 
said, had been offered $25,000 for 
his dog. The picture of the dog 
would be used to sell dog food. 

Talbot Sidelinker was a 
policeman, and a good one. He 
lived at the corner of Glen Road 
and Main Street. It was his idea 
in those days, that some com- 
pany might want a picture of a 
distinctive dog, for labels for 
packages or cans of dog food. 

The reasoning was that 
owners of other breeds should 
not be upset at the picture. It 
had to be an uncommon dog. 

Talbot started to raise his own 
distinctive breed. He started 
with doberman pinschers. The 
yard was soon filled with dogs — 
dozens of dogs. 

Young people learned that a 


stick thrown into the Sidelinker 
yard could product a doggone 
racket. A midnight stick was not 
only a racket, it was a noise that 
was reflected by the waters of 
Silver Lake to the neighbors all 
around that pond. For the young 
people, that was fun. 

For people who lived around 
Silver Lake it was anything but 
funny. They complained to the 
selectmen, The selectmen 


turned it over to the town 
manager, who was sort of new 
on the job. 

The “dog laws" of 


Massachusetts, in those days, 
were entirely contained in 
Chapter 29 of the Massachusetts 
General Laws. The town 
manager sat down and studied 
them thoroughly. « 

A few weeks later he told the 
selectmen he knew Chapter 29 
“inside and out.’ The dogs 
would soon be gone. 

Talbot Sidelinker had a lot of 
time and money invested in 
those dogs. He didn't intend to 
just give up easily.

Napaskiak is a fishing and 
hunting village of about 200 
Eskimos off the Bering Sea in 
southwestern Alaska. Cynthia 
Perry, a teacher in Napaskiak, 
had @ guest lecturer from far 
away for her class recently 
David MeMillan, a second year 
student at the University of 
Connecticut School of Dental 
Medicine, took time off from 
studies to spend two weeks in 
Napaskiak. While there he 
taught nutrition and dental 
health to 16 children in Perry's 
combined third and fourth grade 
class. 
oth Perry and McMillan are 

graduates of Wilmington 
High School 

Perry ‘has taught for a year 
anda half in two remote Eskimo 
villages, first in Atmautluak, 
and currently in Napaskiak, 
both in Alaskan bush country 
She moved to Alaska two years 
ago to live in Anchorage with 
Gail Williamson, also a 1977 
graduate of W.H'S. 

Although classrooms in the 
village are fairly modern, Perry 
lives, as most Eskimos do, in a 
wooden hut elevated above the 
permatrost. Since there is no 
running water, she must carry 
home what precious water she 
needs from the village well 
“Honey buckets’’ are also 
commonly used 

Over the course of the winter, 
with only four hours of sunlight 
each day, Perry faced 
temperatures as low as 85 
degrees below zero and winds 
which literally “blew the roofs 
off homes." 

MeMillan first arrived in 
Napaskiak as a “guassaik,” an 
outsider to the Eskimos. Perry 
lined up the school schedule and 
provided teaching guidance 

McMillan soon realized he 
needed to make some ad 
justments. 

In teaching nutrition, he asked 
the children to name examples 
from the meat group of foods. 
Their answers included moose, 
caribou, seal, quail, beaver and 
salmon. 

“Thad to think for a minute,” 
MeMillan said, “before 1 could 
tell them they were right.” 

He said Eskimo children also 
eal the same kinds of food'we do, 
in their school lunches and from 
canned goods. The sugar that 
causes tooth decay comes from 
the candy they can buy and the 
berries their families pick in 
season 

MeMillan took along some 
disclosing tablets from the 
Health Center's pediatric 
dentistry department, as well as 
certificates to the “Happy Tooth 
Cavity Fighter Club.”’ 

One day, he had the Eskimo 
children eat a ‘complete, 
balanced” snack of pudding, 
peaches, crackers and peanut 
butter and then chew disclosing 
tablets, which leave a tem 
porary red stain where plaque is 
building up. The kids, he said, 
immediately saw the im- 
portance of brushing after each 
meal. “They were running for 
their toothbrushes,”’ he said. 

On his last day in Napaskiak, 
McMillan staged a play, “A 
Tooth Tale,"’ that he had written 
himself. Each of the 16 children 
had a role, playing Acid, Floss, 
Bacteria. Toothbrush, Good 
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because they have been there.

Tooth, Bad. Tooth and other 
characters involved in the 
ongoing saga of tooth decay 
Each had some lines to say and 
a characteristic noise and a 
prop, fashioned by McMillan 
from balloons he had also 
brought 

The UConn dental student said 
he found the Eskimo children to 
be charming, unspoiled and 
open, and cooperative rather 
than competitive, Perry spoke 
of basketball games at which the 
aim was to have fun, not to win. 
Older boys and girls who were 
not playing sat with the babies, 
hugging and kissing them and 
reading them stor! 

‘Lealled one boy a good sport 
and he didn't know what that 
meant,"’ he said, Perry noted, 
There's no such thing as a bad 
sport here. apparently, 
because nobody loses 


He found the adults were 
reserved, and cautious in ac 
cepting a stranger. Each 


morning; men and even some 
women left in dog sleds or on 
snowmobiles to go hunting. The

families live in wooden huts 
connected by boardwalks above 
the permatrost, which becomes 
muddy during thaws. Most have 
steam houses, heated by barrel 
stoves, where they go once a 
week to clean up. 

McMillan didn’t tell the 
children he was leaving until 15 
minutes before his departure on 
a mail plane. By that time, he 
had been firmly accepted as a 

guassaigaik,"” a good outsider. 
The children, he said, pleaded 
with him, “No, don't go. Stay 
We love you 

But he had to return to his 
studies, stopping on the way 
back in Bethel and Anchorage to 
talk with dentists at the native 
medical centers about possible 
externships there next year 

Now back in Connecticut, he 
regularly receives mail from the 
young friends he made in his two 
weeks in Alaska. Most letters, so 
far, have been in the form of 
pgsters showing happy teeth 

Perry, currently on vacation, 
will continue teaching in 
Napaskiak later this summer. 

MeMillan lives at Lancaster 
Road, West Hartford, Conn., and 
is the seventh of eight children 
of James and Evelyn Dionne 
MeMillan of Dunton Road 
Wilmington. He is a 1981 
graduate of Bowdoin College. 
Brunswick, Maine.
